The Jungle Fowl of Luzon. 

At laatone of the desires of my 
beartis gratified. I am the proud 
possessor of two pair of the "Wild 
Mountain Fowl." I recall the 
various speculations* iu poultry 
literature as to the origin of the 
domestic fowl and know that the 
Bankiva jungle fowl and Sonner- 
ato j ungle fowl are selected as the 
original progenitors of the do- 
mestic fowl. It is strange, but 
I have never read of the wild 
fow! of theBe islands. But here 
unquestionably is to be found ja 
wild fowl which could easily be 
the ancestor of some at least of 
our domestic fowls. My two 
pair are from the province of 
'he southern provinces of the 
Island of L uzon. Imagine an 
>ld English shawl-necked, full 
'fathered Black Breasted Red 
Game cock, of a pound and a half 
to two pounds weight, and there 
you have the "Wild Mouotain 
Fowl" of the Island of Luzon— a 
perfect Black Red Game cock in 
miniature. The hen is a repro- 
duction of the female in color and} 
shape of the old English Black 
Breasted Red Game hen in mini- 
ature. The hen when hunted, I 
am told, will flush like a quail but 
cock don't rise to the hunter.

Every effort 
is made to keep up the fishes' appe- 
tites and to give them what they want 
to eat. This often involves personal 
attention to individual fishes, such as 
fishes in good health but blind. Ail- 
ing, sensitive or languid fishes are in- 
duced if possible to eat suitable food 
in sufficiont quantity to keep up (heir 
strength aud bring them into a state 
of health and contentment. It might 
not be that the men who had the wel- 
fare of the fishes at heart would feel 
toward them, a* to their feeding, as 
a mother doej toward her children, 
but their feeling would in some re- 
spects resemble It. 

So far as tbe fishes are concerned 
there are some at least that get abont 
the same care that children would. 
Take, for instance, at the aquarium, 
that ugly creature, the green moray, 
commonlyetjledtheseaserpent. Tbe 
green moray is seveu feet long, plenty 
big enough to keep itself, which, how- 
ever, it practically never does. The 
big baby has had its food put into it« 
mouth for it since the day it came to 
the aquarium, now more than four 
months ago. But nobody objects to 
fending it in that way; in fact, they 
are mighty glad to feed it so, if that's 
the way the serpent wants to be fed. 
All they ask of the serpent is that it 
will eat in tome way. The green 
moray it fed mottly on codfish and 
herring, this food being cut into strips 
of convenient size for it to take into 
its month and to swallow. A piece 
of this fish is impaled loosely on the 
pointed end of a slender wooden rod, 
which it then thrust down under the 
surface, the tip with the food upon it 
being moved gently about in the wa- 
ter. If it is hungry it reart iU head 
and rises to the food with its big, deep- 
jawed mouth open, and into the open 
mouth the food is put, being gently 
disengaged from the end of the stick 
upon which it was carried down to it. 
The strip may be placed crosswise of 
the moray 's jaws and extended a little 
on either side, to that it will be less 
likely to spill it out, and sometimes 
it is placed fairly within tbe mouth, 
resting lengthwise in the cavity of 
the lower jaw. It is alwaye placed in 
the mouth in some way. 

Then the serpent may swallow it 
and eat in succession two, three, half 
a dozen piecesuit may be that he 
doesn't eat any; that he just holds 
that first piece in his mouth a few 
seconds or half a minutaand then lets 
it fall ont, to drop on taa bottom of 
the tank. While he eats more on some 
days than on others, on some days he 
eats nothing at all. Sometime* when 
he won't eat one hour he will at an- 
other. On day* when he hasn't been 
eating well, or perhaps has eaten noth- 
ing, the laet thing done at night, al- 
by the man under whose special 
care the sea serpent falls, is to go 
around and- hand him the bett piece 
of eodfish in the aquarium, and to giro 
him a chance of getting a bite of some- 
thing to eat if he wants it. 

The size of the pieces fed to him 
has been .gradually increased until 
those now fed are twice as big as the 
pieces fed originally. The serpent 
does not apparently note tbe differ- 
ence; but now, when he* will eat only 
one piece, he is really taking in that 
as much nutriment as he formerly 
took in eating two pieces. This might 
seem to some folks like playtcj it oa 
the sea serpent just a little bit, but it 
done for the serpenft good.— N.T. 
Sun. 

WHY RUBBER TIRES DEFLATE. 

Discovery That th* Oxygen Escapee 
Though the Nitrogen l» Retained. 
A member of the French academy 
has made the discovery that show* 
that oxygen readily passes through 
rubber, and explains that this is why 
the very bett rubber tires will deflate 
first. It appears that nitrogen does 
not pass through rubber. The air we 
breuthe is composed chiefly of oxygen 
and nitrogen, and it follows, there- 
fore, that when a tire is inflated and 
the oxygen of the air escapes through 
the rubber it loaves behiud its constit- 
uent of nitrogen. Then, if the tire 
be again inflated, of course tbe pro- 
portion of nitrogen will be greater 
than in the §rat place, to that, after 
a time, as the oxygen constantly es- 
capes while tne ni*rogen remains, the 
tire* come to be practically it 
with the latter gas. This explain* why 
a tire which! has been somewhat used 
dots not de|ate as readily as * 
•a*;.— Elliot

It was realised that Corydon 
ww too far sooth to ever become a 
permanent capital, and when the icg\%- 
latnre decided trpoa a change the gov- 
ernment offered the atate four sections 
of land— lying together — at any one 
point they might select. 

The legislature of 1819 appointed a 
committee to locate the new eapital. 

On the Tth of June, 1820, this com mit- 

■e congregated, with John Connor at 
Strawtown, and began their famous 
sesaJoa. The old log house still stands, 
and It la one of the landmarks thst it 

now proposed shall be preserved. 

The trndi'ion at Strawtown la that 
the preaent cross-roads village came 
within one vote of being the capital c< 
the state. The story hss it that but 
for one of the commissioners going 
Biblng the day the balloting on location 
took place, Strawtown would have won, 
and what la now Indianapolis would be 
farm lands. 

Four locations had been proposed. 
John Connors represented the Straw- 
town location. The present site of the 
capltsl, just 20 miles further down the 
river, and the bluffs, near Waverly, lu 
Morgan county, 20 miles still further 
down, were the principal points con- 
sidered. 

Yet. it is known that Strawtown was 
a formidable factor in the eonslders- 
tion of the commissioners, despite the 
fact thst the only record made regard- 
' ig the selection of a new location at 

Irawtown waa made by John Tiptoo.

I Seine Historical 



In the Leipzig Daheim, Ernst Nie- 
mann has an except lonally interesting 
study of the origin of the newspaper, 
says The Notion. The well-known 
Acta Diurna in Home in the time of 
aesar has nu historical connection 
hatcver with latter-day newspuper- 
dom. Modern journalism is not of 
Roman hut chiefly of Oennanic ori- 
gin. In fact, what are now newspa- 
pers are really only developments of 
t kind of circulating letters which. 

early as the fourteenth and fif- 
teenth centuries, passed between busi- 
ness houses principally in the in- 
terests of trade. These "Zeituagen" 
or "Tidinge," were written but not 
printed. In the greater centers of 
population were found men who made 
it their occupation to send out these 
reports, usually to busine.-s houses, 
but often also to political nnd otlver 
authorities. Of the famous Fugger 
Zeitung. 28 volumes arc preserved in 
the university library at Heidelberg. 
These written circular letters, both, 
'ordinari" nrtd "cxtroordiiiari," as 
ccasion required, became almost a 
regular institution as the postal sys- 
tem became generally introduced. 
Probably the strangest thing in con- 
nection with the history of journal- 
sm is the fact that it was exceedingly 
►low to make use of the art of printing 
for its purposes. Indeed, almost the 
whole sixteenth century had passed 
bcfoi-e this innovation was thought of, 
lthough, during the reformation 
period, questions of public promi- 
nence were bronght before the people 
in countless tracts, pamphlets, etc., 
often with illustrations, but never in 
the shape of a rsgularly printed peri- 
neal. 

The transition to this stage was 
msed by the publication in 1583 of 
the Relatio Historic* by Michael von 
Aitzing, of Cologne, the success of 
whose printed account of a Cologne 
church controversy first snggestcd 
the idea of publishing every sixth 
month, at the time of the Frankfort 
Messe, a general report of the news. 
This undertaking soon stimulated 
rival enterprises. Niemann is con- 
vinced that all efforts to deny to the 
Germans the honor of having origi- 
nated the modem newspaper must fail 
in the light of unprejudiced historical 
research. The oldest venture of this 
kind, however, is not, as has been 
generally supposed, the Frankfort 
Journal, but a certain Relation, which 
appeared probably in Strassburg, and 
58 numbers of which, dating from 
year 1G09, are still found in 
Heidelberg. The Journal was not 
published till 1615. the first English 
paper, the Weekly News, in 1622, and 
th<» first French journal in 1630.

h Cold Weather Predict ad For 
This Month. 



Below we give a nummary of the 
weather for January, as forecasted 
%j Ret. Irl R Hicks in Word am 
Works: 

Warmer weather will set in dur 
tag the opening days of January 
tbe barometer will fall and storms 
of rata, turning to sl< 
over wide sections, will visit most 
parts of the country from about th< 
3rd to the 6th. This will be follow 
ed by clearing, cold weather which 
will be felt very fai into the South, 

A regular storm period is central 
on tbe 9th, extending from the 7th 
to the 11th. By the time the cold 
wave following storraB of the last 
period reaches the eastern sea- 
board, the barometer will begin 
tailing and change to warmer 
Jiave set in to the far west This 
change to growing storm conditions 
will gradually work eastward, un- 
til more rain and snow will result 
about the 9th to 11th. 

Sudden and violent change to 
colder, close on the heels of warm 
Weather and rains. 

Another change to much colder 
nay be expected immediately 
the western Hanks of low barometer 
and storms doe about the 15th to 
17th. 

The next regular vulcan storm 
period extends from the 19th 
23rd, being central on the 21st 
general and sudden change to much 
warmer may be reasonably expect- 
«d on and about this date. Winter 
lightning and thunder, especially 
southward, need not surprise any 
one during the first stages of this 
and other January periods, followed 
by violent and sudden change tc 
great cold, high winds and bliz- 
sards.

The poisoning of the Thomas 
family, of Thomas' Mill Somerset 
Co., four members of which were re- 
ported to hate been made danger- 
ously ill by impure baking powder 
used in mixing buckwheat cakes, 
has been further investigated. 

The original can with the remain- 
der of the baking powder left over 
after mixing the cakes was secured 
by Dr. Critchfield. The powder 
had been bought at a neighboring 
country store, and was one of the 
low priced brands. 
. Dr. Critchfield said that the 
patients had the symptoms of alum 
poisoning. As the same kind ol 
baking powder is sold in many city 
groceries, as well aacountry stores, 
Dr. Critchfield thought it important 
that a chemical examination should 
be made to determine its ingredi 
ents. He therefore transferred the 
package of powder to D. . Schill, of 
this city, for analysis, who after a 
chemical examination has reported 
that the suspected powder con- 
tained alum. 

Alum is used in the manufacture 
of the lower priced baking powder. 
It is a mineral poison, and for this 
reason the sale of baking powder 
containing it is in many cities pro- 
hibited.— Johnstown, Penn., Tri-
